CASH 


Cash on deposit amounting to $3,975.90 and subject to 
check as of February 9, 1946 was verified with the bank 
statement and found in agreement. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


Accounts Receivable, amounting to $138.19, are all 
1945-46 accounts, with the exception of $50.00 which is a 
1944-45 account. It is recommended that this $50.00 ac- 
count be collected or written off during the coming year. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 


The tax commitment was compared with the records 
of the Assessors. This commitment was accounted for 
either by cash paid the Treasurer, abatements, $6.60 due 
from the Collector, or unpaid taxes as reflected on the rec- 
ords of the Collector. 


Unpaid prior year’s taxes amount to $35.70. 


TAX LIENS AND DEEDS 


At the close of the year, the balance of tax liens and 
deeds outstanding amounted to $1,033.29. The detailed lists 
are in agreement with the control accounts. 


NOTES PAYABLE 


Notes payable amounting to $10,000 are outstanding at 
the close of the municipal year. 


BONDS PAYABLE © 


Mile Brook Bridge bonds in the amount of $5,000 were

Superintending School Committee 
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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Winslow: 


In order to retain the teachers we have and to fill va- 
cancies properly it has been necessary to pay increased 
salaries this year. It was also found necessary at the open- 
ing of the school year to employ an additional part-time 
teacher in the high school. These facts, together with the 
greater cost of all school materials, have contributed toward 
the overdraft in the school accounts and have made it neces- 
sary to materially increase the school budget this year. You 
will note in the latter part of this report that we are still 
paying our teachers comparatively low salaries. The in- 
crease in the school budget undoubtedly seems large, but 
if one considers that the average school tax rate through- 
out the state is 18 mills, and that the school tax rate in 
Winslow is less than 11 mills, it shows that school costs 
in this town are not high. 

Several changes of teachers have taken place since my 
last report. Amy Thompson accepted a position in Water- 
ville, and Marguerite Morang, a graduate of Sargent Col- 
lege, was employed to take her place. Mrs. Viola Wood- 
ward moved away and her place will be taken by Patrick 
Martin, a former teacher here. Pauline Chamberlin found 
it necessary to give up teaching, so we employed John Cas- 
avola to fill this vacancy. Harriet Ham accepted a posi- 
tion at Old Orchard Beach, and Elizabeth Burleigh is tak- 
ing her place here. In the music department we were 
again able to obtain the services of John Davidson, who 
left here previously to work in Portland. Shirley Wing 
is now office clerk, filling the vacancy caused by the resig- 
nation of Leonette Mathieu. The only vacancy in the ele- 
mentary schools was caused by the resignation of Frances 
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Robarge. Her position is now filled by Adelaide Files, 
formerly a teacher in this town.

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Report of High School Principal 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Citizens of Wins- 
low I submit my fifth annual report. 


The “back to school’ movement continues all over the 
country and our high school is no exception. In September 
our peak registration was 289, an increase of twenty-six 
over last year, and divided as follows: Seniors,43; Juniors, 
60; Sophomores, 54; Freshmen, 70; Eighth Grade, 62. 


A number of changes have taken place in our teaching 
personnel during the year. We are glad, indeed, to have 
with us again Mr. John Davidson as music director. Un- 
der his able leadership the band and orchestra are being 
built up again, and Winslow people will soon have reason 
to be proud of the high school musical groups. We regret 
losing the services of Miss Thompson, girls’ physical di- 
rector, who left to accept a position in the Waterville 
schools. Her place has been taken by Miss Marguerite 
Morang. Miss Morang is a graduate of the Sargent School 
of Physical Education in Boston and served with the Ma- 
rine Corps during the war. Mrs. Pauline Chamberlin left 
at Christmas vacation, and was succeeded by Mr. John Casa- 
vola of Portland. Mr. Casavola is a graduate of Michigan 
State College, has had two years of successful coaching 
and teaching experience at Mt. Morris, Michigan, and was 
in the Marine Corps for four years. He is teaching math- 
matics, coaching Junior High basketball and will coach 
the track team this spring. Miss Ham left for a better 
paying position at Old Orchard and the Home Economics 
Department is now under the supervision of Miss Elizabeth 
Burleigh, who received her training at Nasson College. 
Another of our former teachers we are happy to have with 
us for the remainder of the year is Mr. Patrick Martin, 
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who taught French and coached our speaking and dramat- 
ics. During the war Mr. Martin served in the Air Corp 
in India, with the rank of Captain. Mrs. Viola Kimball, 
who took Mr. Martin’s place for the past four years, be- 
came Mrs. Gordon Woodward and moved to Brewer after 
Christmas. Mrs. Woodward’s work in her classes and her 
coaching in dramatics and speaking showed a high degree 
of competence and brought Winslow High School much 
favorable attention. | 


Although the extra-curricular program has been slowed 
down some this winter by a shifting of our teaching force, 
we have a full schedule of activities for the remainder of 
the year. Play contests, speaking, musical affairs, the 
publication of the ‘‘Periscope,” play days for the girls’ 
athletic groups, baseball, and track will offer a wide vari- 
ety of meaningful experience for most of our students. 


During the war much emphasis was put on preparing 
students for jobs or for the armed forces. Now that peace 
has come again the shift in emphasis is toward educating 
people to live well together and to become informed, trust- 
worthy, and active citizens in a democratic society. 


In closing this report I should like to quote from the 
October 1945 “The Public and Education.” All interested 
citizens and parents should ponder this seriously. 


“What Makes a Good School?—An attractive building 
and modern equipment and books all help to make a good 
school. But a community can have everything else that 
money can buy for a school and it will not have a good 
school unless it has good teachers. No school is any better 
than its teachers. 


“Perhaps your child has a good teacher—well prepared, 
constantly learning more about teaching, a wholesome per- 
sonality. . . a teacher who is supplied with excellent 
books and motion picture and radio equipment . . a teach- 
er whose classes are small enough so that each pupil can 
be treated as an individual . . a teacher who is paid a sal-

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Report of Town Nurse 
WINSLOW - 1945 


In March of 1945 the Town of| Winslow passed what is 
known as the Enabling Act. In this instance the sum of 
money raised by the town is matched by state funds. Thus 
was created provision for a one nurse service. This service 
has been in effect since July of that year. 


The program carried comprises all phases of Public 
Health Nursing, namely, prenatal and postnatal care; 
infant, preschool, school, and adult supervision; communi- 
cable disease follow-up; services to crippled children; and 
services to the tuberculous and venereal disease case. 


In comparison with the town report for 1944, an in- 
crease in all activities has been noted in compiling statistics 
for the present report. The attendance at the monthly 
Child Health Conference has increased to a total of 316 
visits as against 242 the previous year. This fact is very 
gratifying as stress is continuously being placed upon peri- 
odic physical examination and immunization of the infant 
and preschool child. Of those attending the Conference 31 
have been vaccinated against small pox, 85 have completed 
immunization against diphtheria and 62 against whooping 
cough. This compares favorably with last year’s figures of 
47 and 54 respectively. 


During the year 157 infants and 109 preschools have 
been visited in their homes. 


The following projects were held in the schools during 
the first third of the 1945 school year: 


The hearing of the pupils from the fourth grade 
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up was again checked with the audiometer. Includ- 
ing the original tests and retests, those not reach- 
ing a certain standard, 610 pupils were examined. 
Thirteen defects were found. Home visits are at 
present being made by the nurse to discuss this 
matter with the parents. 

An immunization program was again offered. 
Seventy-eight students were vaccinated against 
small pox and seventy-three completed the inocula- 
tions against diphtheria. 

Following the discovery of diphtheria in Waterville 
a second emergency immunization clinic was held 
at the request of Dr. E. W. Paine, local Health 
Officer, who served as administrator of 694 inocula- 
tions against diphtheria. For some, reinforcing 
doses were given but for many others this was the 
first dose of toxoid. In order to complete the im- 
munization, a clinic will again be held in January 
for the latter group. 

Positive reactors to the 1944 tuberculin testing 
program were transported to the Central Maine 
Sanatorium for the yearly check-up X-ray. They 
were accompanied by a member of the Health 
Council. 


Through various facilities several school children have 
had emergency dental work done and such corrective pro- 
cedures as removal of tonsils and adenoids and the procure- 
ment of glasses. 


Since July a total of 80 visits have been made to the 
homes of school children. 


During the remainder of the school year another group 
program to be offered will be the tuberculin testing of all 
those pupils whose parents give consent. All positive re- 
actors will have a follow-up chest X-ray. 


It is hoped that in the not too distant future some pro- 
gram may be worked out whereby physical examinations 
will be a part of the school health program.

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Report of Librarian 


To the Citizens of the Town of Winslow: 


The circulation for the year, February 10, 1945 to Feb- 
ruary 10, 1946 was 6,788. Of these 3407 were fiction, 
1634 non-fiction and 1747 Juvenile. 


293 new books have been added to the shelves. Of these 
the greater number are fiction—202, with 46 juveniles and 
45 non-fiction. 


The adult magazine table offers a large and varied col- 
lection of periodicals ranging from story magazines, news, 
digests, household hints, gardening, farming, geography, 
entertainment, movies, hygiene, and raising a family to 
science and mechanics. New magazines recently added 
are: Parents, Recreation, Red Book, Time and Cosmopoli- 
tan. 


The children’s table includes Wee Wisdom, Jack and Jill, 
Children’s Playmate, Animals, American Girl, Boy’s Life, 
Open Road for Boys, Calling all Girls and Seventeen. 


All magazines with the exception of the latest number 
may be borrowed for the same length of time as books—2 
weeks. The current issues may be had for 3 days in order 
to give more people the opportunity of reading them. 


We still have a small shelf of books in our ‘‘Lending Li- 
brary” which includes late light fiction; romance, mystery 
and western. For these there is a charge of 5 cents per 
week. These books-are purchased with money raised from — 
other nickel books. Many other libraries have tried this 
plan and found it satisfactory. Many patrons who read 
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extensively are glad to have a few more late fiction available 
for a small fee. 


The library is trying to build up its collection of Maine 
books, both fiction and non-fiction. Thus far there is a good 
display of books about our state, its past and present. The 
case of Maine books contains approximately 150 old and 
new. If patrons can suggest any late books on the Pine 
Tree state either fiction or non-fiction which we may add 
to our growing collection it would be appreciated. 


Due to war time conditions new books have been slow in 
arriving but of late the situation has improved considerably 
and there is a good selection of the late books from which 
to choose. 


We were all grieved to lose a respected and well liked 
member of our board of trustees in the passing of Mrs. Sam- 
uel Clark, Sr., who served on the book committee for 17 
years.
